THE EARTHQUAKE AT MANILA, 

(Tranalated from our Manila Exchanges.) 
' On Sunday (14th) shortly before 10 p.m, 
when the greater part of the residonts were 
taking thoir rest, some paying visits and 
others attending theatres, we were surprised 
by a violent shock of the earth, tho des- 
cription of which we leave: to tho Observa- 
tory:— . 
- “Aug. 14.—At. 946° p.m. earthquake 
with trepidatory and- oscillatory move- 
monts; duration 15 seconds; direction 
from E, 30° N>to.W. 30° Ss total. extent 
of the oscillation was 9° 12°; # 48° to 
the W. and 4° 24’ tothe E. The first im- 
pulso was towards the W. Tho- index. of 
the vertical sismometer separated 7 mill. 
from its posilion. : ee 

“At 11,08 p.m. a second shock, but 
momentary and weuk.”” 

Great was the panje which overtook the 
inhabitants, and‘s¢verat-residenta within. 
tho walls loft at that hour of the night to 
seek refuge in the wooden houses. Several 
articles came to the ground and were 
broken, ‘and so violent wore the movements 
that in some of the shops everything was 
diaplaced. In that of Messrs Diaz Laban- 


ground ; the pieces of cloth in the shelves 
were also thrown to the floor, and general 
disorder was created. : 

In the Variety Theatre, where the Gene- 
rals Primo de River. and Moreno del 
Villar were present, great confusion took 
place, But fortunately, ‘tho Spectatora 
were few in number, and to this is owing 
the absence of any disaster. At the time 
Sefiera [barrola.was performing. The 
shocks were so intense that she was seized 
by a fit and had to be assisted in by those 
behind the scenes ;. several Kerosino lamps 
were thrown.on the floor, but not ignited, 
otherwise it would have been a double 
disaster. ‘The wife of Sr. Trimiiio,. chief 
doctor of the army, who was attending the 
entertainment, was also attacked by a fit 
of convulsive hysteria, and assistance 
was leht her by several friends present, 
The Generals did their best. to pacify the 
audience, which they succeoded in doing, 
and the entertainment was- continued until 
the end of the programme. In the Filipino 
Theatre the piece La Calandria was being 
produced. ‘The confusion produced by the 
shocks was indescribable; every one tried to 
get out, and the utmost confusion pre. 
vailed. Sr. Cacht had his eft arm 
dislocated in the struggle, He was nssisted 
and cared for by Dr Martin,. who was pre- 
sent,-and who took him home; with the 
assistance of Dr Candelas, the patient was 
left in a very satisfactory state. The per- 
formance, however, was ‘algo’ étitinued’ to 
the end, but one half of thosd present left 
at the first sign of the earthquake. . 

The front of the Church of Mariquina, 
which. was left ii a somewhat damaged 
state in the earthquake of July last year, 
caine to the ground, bringing.‘down- the 
dome. At this place the earthquake was of 
grent violence; residents of Manila. who 
paased tho.night there, as sdon as they felt 
the shock, ordered their carriages and came 
to Manila, thinking the disaster there 
would be of fatal consequences. 
house also came to tho ground.” In the 
Fonda de Madrid, jn Esculta, a fire nearly 
took place.- The sergeant of artillery (D. 
Camilo Yebra), who has been favoured with 
the biggest prize in the Jast drawing of the 
lottery, hit invited to a supper various of 
his “comrades, In the midst of the enjoy- 
ment the earthquake took placo, and in the 
sudden rise of the whole party from the ta- 
ble, the two kerosine Imups on the table 
upset, and the liquid caught fire, which 
was communicated to the. tewels. Tho 
sister’ uf the owner of the Fonda, with 
courage uncommon to hersex, was tho only 
one who. remained in the corridgr,. with 
three children in-her care, and beinf‘as- 
sisted by one, of the guests succeeded in 
checking the fire by tuming a ‘table over 
the flames. At the houses Noy. 26-in San 
Sebastian Street, and 3¢in Crespo Street 
some tiles were shaken, off ; in tho former, 
part of the kitchen fell in.: -In the-godowns 
of tho Estancadns’ several rows of tobacco 
boxes were thrown to tho ground, but no 
loas or ‘damage was caused thereby, In the 
Binondo dispensary, two door arehes of the 
house were smashed and several flasks were 
cracked or broken.-- In the house of D, 
José Rocha, of San Sebastian, lamps, jars, 
and mirrors, were. broken, and: in. other 
housea: situiiar “damages were -recorded. 
Tho clerk of the Court of Binondo, ‘D. Bri- 
gido Lim, as soon o& he perceived the shock 
started into a run, and: had his upper lip 
cut through a fall; the wound was sown 
by Dr Magalhiies with silver wire, In the 
tobacco godowns in -Binondo, near the 
church, the part used ‘as an office fell, and 
the whole thing is now ruin. “In the. new 
‘godowns in the Anloague Street, some -of 
the walls were cracked.” .A fower-pot came. 
down fron the top of the Café Syizo. The 
wife of a military officer hiad hér head cut by 
& falling ladder in the Fonda del Universo, 
Palacd Street.’ An old woman, while going 
down the steps in Sampalog, fell ‘and broke: 
her leg. In a godown in Dolores de Sta, 
Cruz Street; a ‘kerosine lamp: fell on the 
fioor and raised.a flame, but was: soon ex- 
tinguished. -The roof of a house in loc 
fell “in;; A“ wall and of. the ‘roof ‘of 
a house. in’§, Miguel came down. . Tho 
towers of - Santo Domingo i have ‘suffered 
some damage, it is said, and owing to thia, 
part ofthe otlice of the Tribunal nentas, 
which had: been, removed thither since the.

MORE EARTHQUAKES AT MANILA, i 
|. To the Editor of the “Cumva Mar.” 


- Manila, 17th Aug. 1881. 

Sim,—We have had a few shocks of earth- 
quake, na no doubt you have heard per cable 
| ere this, Only two were sovere, but no 
: comparison to Inst year ; very little damage 
‘done, and this only to bui dings that had 
i not been touched ‘since last July, so tho 
‘ruin was simply completed, No peraonal 
casualities except one man’s arm dislocated 
in a stampede from one of the Theatrea, 
: Tho Observatory atates that the earth is still | 
| moving slightly. Although nothing can be 
| predicted to happen, it. is beat to be pre- 
; pared for tho worst.. The inhabitants of 
course are all rushing out for the country, 
and wooden houses have taken a consequent | 
rise in value of rent. After a few daya 
trangnility will be restored, and they will | 
gradually return to their stone dangers 
again.” A very great number of houses havo 
changed tiles ‘for an iron: roof, but not so 
many, one thinks, as the bitter lesson.of 
July 1880 should have taught. Busincas, 
which appeared to have stopped its wontet 
activity, hus been resumed as uaual,. and 
merchants ‘ure’ anxiops to ‘empty their go- 
downs quickly, in -case of a severd shock 
which might causo damage. | Numerous 
accidents through the falling and breaking 
of kerosine lamps might have caused con: 
flagrations, but for the speedy quenching of | 
the flames; nt least twenty cases are cited | 
in the papers. ‘The towers of.the Domi- | 
nican Church, which last year did not suffer, | 
are very much shaken this time, and will | 
be surveyed -to. see if they have to come | 
down or not. Most of. the housea. have 
suffered losses in glass-waroe and crockery ; 
somo of the shops have had all their goods 
thrown to the ground from the slpelves, | 
Telegtams. fron all the stations through the 
Island ‘of Luzon confirm the movement as 
being general, but: of less intensity than 
i felt hore, Although the_Albay Volcano 
has openeil anew crater, and both the old and 
new one are in activemovementsending forth 
a steady volume of fire, this does not seem 
to have done us much good, Nothing can 
be looked upon as a certainty, of no more 
shocks or otherwise,.a0 we wait and Watch, 
ready for a move. Bo - 

4.45 p.m., 18th Adgust.—At this moment 
we have a most wonderful phenomenon, in 
the form of a smart hail storm ; some of 
the hail stonus were of the size of a walnut, + 
the shower lasted about twenty minutes, 
and the noise of their falling on the iron roofs 
of the houses was something astounding : 
the natives ran for shelter, bewildered and 
astonished, ut the. falling of pebble stones 
as they thought. Although not the first 
time that this has been experienced ina 
tropical. latitude, our oldest inhabitant haa 
never heard of such a thing here before. 
The enterprising individual who some years 
ago consigned’ an invoice of skates to n 
house here, if he lives yet, might repeat tho 
shipment, in the hopo that -as the winter 
comes on soon, we imay shew our abilities 
on the ice some other way than in cocktails, 
and sundry. oteetoras ‘both warm and com. 
forting! Our new Ice Company's shares 
will shew a decline in next quotations, a8 
the natural Iee Company will be able to 
compete easily. What -a glorious cool 
future we shali look forward to !
